Martin Furlan, 72, a resident of 
Depot street at Loon Lake road, was 
found slain early Thursday In his 
bedroom at the rear of his food and 
liquor store, 303 Mannheim rd., 
Bellwood. He had been choked and 
beaten. 

Police said the crime apparently 
was committed by burglars who 
forced a door into an adjoining utili- 
ties, shed, "and then another door 
between the shed and the building 
proper. 

Although his family lived on the 
far cast of Antioch, Mr. Furlan 
often spent nights at the store and 
divided his time between the store 
and the farm. A son,, Michael, who 
helped him operate the store, found 
his lifeless body at 5:45 a. m. when 
he went to work. 

The slayers emptied a cedar 
chest in which Mr. Furlan kept 
checks and cash which represented 
proceeds of the business. Police 
thought that several hundred dollars 
probably were taken. The store 
and his room were ransacked thor- 
oughly. 

Martin Furlan was born in Yugo- 
slavia and migrated to Chicago. He 
came to the Antioch area more than 
25 years ago and he and his wife, 
Matilda, raised their family here. 

Surviving besides Mrs. Furlan are 
six sons, John of Loon Lake road, 
Martin, Jr., of California, Nicholas 
of the home, Thomas of rural Anti- 
och, Henry of Hillside, Michael of 
Bellwood, and two daughters, Mrs. 
Katie Nagavarso, Berkeley, 111., and 
Mary Ferris of near Antioch. 

The funeral service was held at 
9:30 a. m. today at St. Simeon's 
.church at 430 Bohland st., Bellwood, 
where the body was taken from the 
Rosewood Undertaking establish- 
ment at 45th street and St. Charles 
road.

"A Now and Greater TV A" 

A man who knows thb Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity area — Robert M. Metcalf, Jr., Vice President of the 
Guaranty Mortgage and Trust Company of Memphis, 
Tennessee — has written a little article entitled "A 
New and Greater TVA." 

He raises this question: "What would be the 
happiest solution of the problem posed by TVA — the 
best answer for the country as a whole and the resi- 
dents in the TVA region?" Then he provides and 
documents an answer: "Sell the power generating 
facilities to the people in the area it serves." 

That, Mr. Metcalf observes, would accomplish a. 
number of great and desirable objectives in one 
stroke. First, it would "Reverse one of the biggest 
socialistic steps the U. S. has ever taken." Second, 
it would lift TVA off the backs of the nation's tax- 
payers. Third, it would place ownership and con- 
trol of TVA in the hands of the people who patron- 
ize it and benefit from it. Fourth, it would give TVA 
the dynamism and flexibility of private enterprise. 
Fifth, it would eliminate the ". . . tyranny, abuse 
and graft of politics to which an institution like TVA 
is so subject." Sixth, and finally, it would stop the 
threat of a power shortage that constantly hangs over 
the TVA region because of dependence upon Congress 
for growth funds. 

TVA as now constituted, with its direct and in- 
direct subsidies and its virtual freedom from, 
taxation, is a drain on the whole nation. All the rest 
of us are helping to pay the power bills of its cus- 
tomers. It would be equally logical to help pay their 
food bills, their housing bills, or any other bills. 

Mr. Metcalf has an idea that really would result 
in "A New and Greater TVA." And it would be a 
sound TVA. instead of a monolithic example of free- 
dom-destroying socialism.

Once folded, it will fit into a 
wallet, and if the extra area at the 
left of the card is trimmed off, it 
will also fit into the celluloid fold- 
ers used for the old type registra- 
tion card and the driver license, Mr. 
Carpentier said. 

He also pointed out that the law 
does not require a motorist to carry 
the registration card with him. 

Use of the new type form is sav- 
ing taxpayers more than SCO, 000 a 
year, Secretary Carpentier said. It 
eliminated the necessity of making 
a fourth dexigraph copy of the 
application and the mailing of regis- 
tration cards to persons who pur- 
chase their plates over the counter, 
he explained. 

The saving in dexigraph paper, 
postage and envelopes offset by 
more than S(i0,000 the increased 
cost of the form, Secretary Carpen- 



tier said. 

In addition, it provides over-the- 
counter purchasers with their regis- 
tration cards immediately, where 
they formerly had to wait until the 
applications had gone through the 
dexigraph process and the cards 
were mailed to them, Mr. Carpen- 
tier said.

to claim the full exemption. 

Claim All Exemptions 

Exemptions cannot be Juggled, 
shifted, bunched or pyramided to 
gain a tax advantage — but they can 
be overlooked. lie sure to claim all 
the exemptions you properly can, 
because each one reduces your tax- 
able income by $600. Remember 
that to qualify for an exemption a 
dependent must: 

(1) Have received more than one- 
half ot his support from you, unless 
you tile Multiple Support Agree- 
ments (which may be obtained at 
any Internal Revenue Service). 

(2) Have less than $600 gross In- 
come for 19$?. unless he or she Is 
your child and under 19, or a full- 
time student. 

(3) Not file a Joint return. 

(4) Live with you (absence while 
attending school does not Interfere), 
or be a close relative as specifically 
defined In the official instruction 
book, or be a cousin receiving in- 
stitutional care for a mental or 
physical disability who had lived 
with you before going to the insti- 
tution, 

(5) Oe either a citizen of the 
United States or a resident of the 
U. S.. Canada, Mexico, Panama and 
In some cases, a serviceman's child 
living in the Philippines, 

If you are supporting dependents 
but arc not able to file a Joint re- 
turn because you arc unmarried, 
you may be able to quality as the 
"head of n household" and bo en- 
titled to use n special schedulo of 
tax rates that gives you half tho 
bone-fits of Income-splitting. In a 
situation where, say, a son liven 
with bis widowed mother nnd 
shares expenses equally; tho Bon 
may hove to contribute a few extra 
dollars before tho end of the year 
to qualify as tho head of a house- 
hold-.

NEW YORK— Is college educa- 
tion truly worthwhile for women? 

According to nearly fl.000 Bar- 
nard College alumnae -the answer 
is an overwhelming yes. If they 
had their lives to lend nil over 
again only twcnty-thrcc alumnae, 
or n minute half of one per cent 
said they would not attend college. 

The answer to this question, 
nnd sixty-seven others, were re- 
leased in one of the most com- 
prehensive surveys ever under- 
taken by a women's college. Ex- 
actly 5.757, or 50 per cent of the 
10,200 alumnae who were polled, 
answered the. questionnaire sent 
by the Barnard Alumnae Associa- 
tion to nil the living alumnae, 
ranging from Barnard's first clnss 
of 1893 through the class of 1955. 

While the survey covered women 
ranging in nge from twenty to 
eighty-seven years old. the bulk 
of the respondents were between 
twenty-three and fifty-two. In 
terms of origin, these women arc 
predominantly Easterners, but 
with n strong national and inter- 
national representation.

Childbearing Now Safer 
Than Ever in History 

NEW YORK. N.Y.— Childbear- 
ing is now safer than ever before, 
according to the statisticians. 

In 1956. when registered births 
in the United States reached n rec- 
ord high of .4,108.000, less than 1.G00 
deaths were reported due to com- 
plications of pregnancy and child- 
birth. This is only one maternal 
death for every 2,700 live-born ba- 
bies. 

The 1950 maternal mortality rate 
of 3.B per 10,000 live births repre- 
sents a reduction of about one-half 
in the last five years, and of about 
three-fourths In the last decade. 

Despite these excellent gains In 
making childbearing safe, continu- 
ing cllort Is necessary to further 
reduce the maternal mortality 
rate, the statisticians declare. The 
medical profession is constantly 
striving to improve the care of 
women during pregnancy and 
childbirth.

Scientists Have 
Long Studied 
Moon's Surface 

WASHINGTON— For centuries 
man has dreamed of setting foot 
on the moon. Today scientists arc 
tnlklng seriously about sending 
manned rockets to It In a matter 
of years. 

The moon Is the earth's closest 
neighbor,' It orbits around tho 
earth nt an average distance of 
238.857 miles. This Is about 10 
times the circumference of the 
earth, but In astronomical terms 
the distance is negligible. Some 
stars lie so far away that It takes 
hundreds of millions of years for 
their light to reach the earth. 

Galileo nnd other astronomers 
carefully studied the surface fea- 
tures of the moon after the inven- 
tion of the telescope. They believed 
that dark patches on, the moon 
were oceans and lakes, and gave 
them such names as the Sea of 
Serenity and the Ocean of Storms. 
Astronomers now know that these 
"seas" and "oceans" are com- 
pletely dry plains. 

The moon has almost no atmos- 
phere to protect it from the rays 
of the sun during the dny or to 
hold the sun's heat by night. Hence 
lunar temperatures shoot from 
about 243 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit In darkness to about 
212 degrees above during the day.

Flu Recovery 
Period Important 

CHICAGO— The recovery period 
following an attack of influenza — 
or any other respiratory ailment 
— may be the most important days 
of your life. 

Overly-restricted diets during 
convalescence may lead to other 
health problems, according to Dr. 
James R. Wilson, Chicago medical 
nutritional consultant and former 
secretary of the Council of Foods 
and Nutrition of the American 
Medical Association, He has this 
to say: - 

"Flu victims may spend up to 
two weeks in bed with the symp- 
toms of severe colds, respiratory 
and flu-like Infections. During this 
time, these patients often arc on 
Inadequate diets. 

"The U. S. Public Health Serv- 
ice, as of the middle of October, 
reported the cumulative number 
of respiratory Illnesses at 50,700,- 
000. Many of these patients rely 
on self-medication. They stay for 
too long 1 on an inadequate diet.

Seventh and eiRhth 
grade pupils will be removed from 
the high school when the addition is 
constructed, giving more room to 
the increased numher of students.

In Illinois Schools For 
State Scholarships 

* "With our new state scholarship 
program, Illinois will take the lead 
in conserving and developing our 
most precious asset— brainpower," 
Lloyd S. Michael, chairman of the 
newly formed Illinois State Scholar- 
ship commission, and Superintend- 
ent, Evanston Township High 
School, said today. 

Illinois high school seniors will 
compete on February 1, for $600,000 
in first-year scholarships to Illinois 
colleges and universities, announced 
Dr. Michael. The Illinois High 
School Association is cooperating 
in this important program by clear- 
ing its schedule of all conflicting 
activities on February 1. 

Science Research Associates of 
Chicago, a nationally prominent edu- 
cational testing and consulting or- 
ganization, has been retained to 
construct, administer and score the 
competitive examinations. The ex- 
aminations will be held on college 
and university campuses throughout 
the state. Test results, and the stu- 
dents' high school records, will be 
used to determine capacity ta, profit 
from higher education. 

The new House Bill No. 380 en- 
acted by the Illinois General Assem- 
bly, provides scholarships for any 
resident of. the State of Illinois of 
good character who will have com- 
pleted high school by the end of this 
school year, is in the upper half of 
his class, who demonstrates superior 
capacity to profit from college work, 
and who is unable to finance his 
college training. Honorary awards 
will bo given to students who 
qualify for scholarships but who 
are not in need of financial aid, 
. stated Dr. Lyman J. Smith, execu- 
tive director, who will assume his 
new duties on January 1, 1958. 

Dr. Smith's new appointment 
places him in charge of the first 
scholarship, program directly fi- 
nanced by the State of Illinois. Un- 
til he can assume his duties, the 
Commission has retained Harold E. 
Tcmmer as acting director. Mr. 
Tcmmer is Associate Dean of Ad- 
missions and Records of the Chi- 
cago Undergraduate Division, Navy 
Pier, of the University of Illinois. 
Students not currently in high 
•school should contact the Commis- 
sion office in Chicago directly. Stu- 
dents who have had any college 
work are not eligible for scholar- 
ships. All students attending high 
schools are instructed to consult 
their high school office for an of- 
ficial bulletin and an application 
for examination. 

Scholarships will begin with the 
1958-59 school year and will cover 
tuition and other fees not in excess 
of $000, Winners may select any 
accredited institution of higher 
learning in Illinois. 

The first-year scholarships will 
be awarded on the basis of two for 
residents of each Illinois senatorial 
. district, two for residents of each 
.representative district, and a suf- 
Yflcient number for residents of the 
i state at large to use the remainder 
' ©i'.the appropriation. Each schol- 
* lis renewable without further 
iltivc examination.

A massive demand for workers In 
nearly every type of occupation 
and Industiy will come with the 
U. S, econonxic boom in the 60's and 
70"s, preidct the editors of Chang- 
ing Times, the Kipllnger Magazine. 
In a' copyrighted article in the 
December issue of the magazine, 
the editors state that 10,000,000 jobs 
will be added to the work force by 
1905, another 10,000,000 to 15,000,- 
000 by 1075. 

The well-educated and the high- 
ly skilled 'will have greater oppor- 
tunities than ever before. Semi- 
professional and semi-skilled work- 
ers will be In heavy demand/ too. 
And openings will nbount at all 
levels for women, for part-timers 
and for older employes. 

In manufacturing, employment 
will be up 28 per cent In 1965, 50 
per cent in 1975. The fastest growth 
will bo in the manufacture of trans- 
port equipment, machinery, metal 
products, paper products and chemi- 
cals. The heaviest employment 
needs will be for semiskilled ma- 
chine operators, including women, 
and for salespeople, managers and 
technicians. 

New industries developing dur- 
ing the 60's and 70's will mean new 
jobs. One large company expects 
that 80 per cent of its output ten 
years from now. will be items not 
developed today. 

In the atomic energy field, jobs 
will multiply with a strong demand 
for chemists, nuclear physicists, 
mathematicians, biochemists and 
nuclear nnd other kinds of engin- 
eers. Many semiprofessional tech- 
nicians will be needed for inspec- 
tion and decontamination teams. 

Electronics manufacturing will 
require thousands of new engineers, 
draftsmen, office workers, as well 
as skilled and semiskilled plant 
workers. 

Plastic-products manufacturing, a 
relatively now industry, will hire 
faster than most other industries. 
Most openings will be for inexperi- 
enced workers who will be trained 
on the job. 

There will be a big rise in con- 
struction where most jobs will be 
filled by craftsmen and other 
skilled workers. 

Jobs in the wholesale and retail 
trades will swell 45 per cent by 
1975 with work at that time for more 
than 19,000,000 people in sales, cleri- 
cal and managerial positions. 

Demand will grow in local and 
state governments for all kinds of 
teachers, nurses, engineers, office 
help, policemen, postmen, and 
skilled workers. 

In the finance, insurance and real 
estate fields, jobs will increase by 
K0 per cent in 1975, Nearly half the 
employees in this field are women. 

Growth in the professional occu- 
pations has been three times as 
fast as for the rest of the work 
force, and bwift expansion will con- 
tinue. Biggest needs will be for 
teachers, engineers, natural and 
physical scientists, technicians and 
medical people. 

In the clerical and sales occupa- 
tions, the demand for operators of 
automatic data-processing equip- 
ment will leap. The heavy turn- 
over in stenographers, typists and 
secretaries will continue, assuring 
jobs for newcomers. The high 
turnover in sales occupations will 
provide a wide variety of openings. 

The service occupations will con- 
tinue to have heavy turnover, but 
most industries in this field will 
have lots of room for part-timers, 
women and older workers. 

There will be a big need for all 
kinds of skilled workers, particu- 



larly for Industrial machinery re- 
pairmen, electronics technicians, 
business machine repnirmqn and 
building trades workers. 

Although there will be more ma- 
chines to do ftio .work of people 
today, the over-all growth of the 
economy will pull up the slack. 
Machines will actually help double 
the output per worker in the next 
25 years. Growth in the manufac- 
turing Industries will offset job re- 
ductions, caused by automation. And 
demand will spurt for skilled hands 
to develop, produce, operate nnd 
repair the new machines in industry 
and the home.

Not io many yean back tt waa 

customary, when Inquiring about 
aomebody'a health, to aak/'IIow'a 
your liver?" The decline of thli 
query hain't altered the under- 
standing about the vital Impor- 
tance of the liver and another 
member of this blood-purifying 
team: the gall bladder. Doth are vi- 
tal because neither have "spares". 
The human body Is blessed with 
two of certain organs: the eyes, 
the ears, the kidneys, and others. 
If one kidney ceases to function, 
the other can carry the overload 
and operate. The heart, the liver 
and the gallbladder arc single en- 
tities. Knock them out and tho 
final epitaph must be written. 

Actually, the liver Isn't an organ 
but is, rather, a large gland, irreg- 
ular In shape, reddish brown, and 
soft It receives the blood from the 
heart, filters and stores the food 
elements, mokes important changes 
in proteins, eliminates poisonous 
substances, and seer -tcs bile in the 
gallbladder. If there arc dietetic 
abuses, there can be r p tores, in- 
fection, atrophy, fallinfc a change 
of the fibre known as cirrhosis 
(hardening), fatty degei.erotion, 
and tumors. 

Anyone who has drawn a fat 
hen will note the liver may be very 
light and very soft, so that it 
spreads under the fingers. This is 
"fatty degeneration", caused by 
too much rich food and not enough 
exercise. The human liver in adi- 
pose persons nets similarly under 
these abuses. Fatty degeneration 
ensues. 

The liver will not function nor- 
mally and may become diseased if 
there is interference of normal 
nerve energy to the liver. This calls 
for chiropractic restoration of this 
force. Impediments of nerve force 
can also act similarly on the gall- 
bladder. Chiropractic care and cor- 
rect diet arc recommended as rtn 
aid to nature in restoring these 
organs to normal function.

. If you arc giving your, son a gun 
for Christmas, don't just hand It to 
him with the simple admonition "be 
careful," warn the editors of Chang- 
ing Times, the Kipllngcr Magazine. 
Tou should see that he gets ade- 
quate instruction and that he uses 
the gun only under the supervision 
of an experienced adult. 

Competent Instruction ,is widely 
available today through rifle clubs, 
many of 'which are In high schools 
and junior highs. Membership in 
such a club solves the problem of 
where a boy may do his shooting 
after he has learned how. 

In addition to this basic instruc- 
tion, there arc five safety rules 
which your son should learn by 
heart for his future well-being: 

1. Treat every gun as if it were 
loaded. 

2. Keep the muzzle pointed in 
a safe direction— away from every- 
one, including yourself. 

3. Be sure of your target. 

i. Be sure of your backstop. 
Backstops have one purpose — to 
stop the bullet. Continued firing 
may wear some away. 

5. Know your gun and, ammuni- 
tion. Only a clean gun in good con- 
dition is safe. And make sure your 
ammunition is the right kind for 
the gun you arc using. 



Can Men Live as 

-Long as Women? 



Wins Baton Championship 



Why do American women live 
longer than men? 

Health .Information Foundation 
suggests today that it is a chal- 
lenge to medical science to find an 
answer to this question "before 
American males — especially at age 
45 and beyond — become in effect 
an underprivileged segment of the 
population." 

In its monthly statistical bulletin 
"Progress in Health Services," the 
Foundation stated: "Each year over 
200,000 more men than women die 
in this country. . . . Already there 
are 7,700,000 widows in our popu- 
lation, and the number is expected 
to rise sharply in the years ahead." 

Last year, according to H.I.F., the 
death rate for males was 9.6 per 
1,000 population — a rate more than 
•50 per cent higher that that for fe- 
males. And the gap has been widen- 
ing steadily since 1900, except for 
the years following the influenza 
epidemic of 1018. 

Ironically, the imbalance between 
male and female death rates is itself 
partly the result of medical prog- 
ress. In countries where standards 
of living and medical care are low, 
the Foundation noted, "there has 
been an excess female mortality 




sions of modern urban life. 

Paradoxically, although women 
live longer than men, they appear 
to have more Illnesses. In any 
event, they see the doctor more fre- 
quently, while many men "still 
seem governed by the philosophy of 
an earlier age, when it was com- 
monly, assumed that illness did not 
exist until it was confirmed by 
medical consultation." 

Foundation President George 
Bugbco pointed out: "There is, of 
course, no simple explanation of 
why women' generally live longer 
than men. But it is important for 
medical science to find ways of 
overcoming the imbalance — and it 
Is important for men as well as 
women to accept the benefits medi- 
cal science can bring."

In the past half-century, the de- 
generative diseases have replaced 
communicable illnesses as leading 
causes of death. The degenerative 
diseases, as a rule, arc more Of a 
threat to men than to women. In 
! 1055, for example, heart disease 



caused an excess male mortality of 
78 per cent; cancer, an excess male 
mortality of 20 per cent. 

Accidents are another major cause 
o f .exc essMfcale deaths, according 
to the Foundation,' despite a marked 
decline in their rate of frequency 
since 1900. At ages 20' to 24, for 
instance, male mortality from acci- 
dents is 500 per cent higher than 
female. 

It is possible, the Foundation 
suggested, that there arc biological 
reasons why women are the health- 
ier scx.^But it's also possible that 
men are more subject to the ten- 



Yes, they're here, the 1957 tax 
forms. They are now available for 
general distribution at all Internal 
Revenue offices, according to H. 
Alan Long, District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue. 

Taypayers who filed returns last 
year will get their tax blanks and 
instructional material through the 
moil. 

Farmers will receive tax packages 
during the last week of this month 
and early in January. The package 
for farmers will include an instruc- 
tion booklet, Forms 1040 and 1040- 
ES, Schedules F and D. 

Available to farmers again this 
year is the "Farmers' Tax Guide," 
which may be obtained within a 
short time, free of charge, from 
Internal Revenue branch offices and 
from county agents. As in the past 
year, the 64-page booklet Incorpor- 
ates many features of Interest to 
farmers and will include this year, 
Interpretations of several new rul- 
ings regarding farm tax problems. 

And finally, the farmer has a 
choice of filing. He may file an 
estimate on January 15th and pay 
at least two-thirds of his tax, then 
complete payment and file the final 
return 1040 by April 15th. Or, he 
may file his final return 1040 and 
pay the total tax due on Feb. 15.
